MICHAEL DAVITT WILL NOT CONTEST 
PARNELL’S SEAT IN PARLIAMENT. 


He Does Not Beliéye the Latter Intends to 
Resign—Rigid Passport Regulations in 
Germany—Rumors of a Conflict Be- 


tween the English and Portuguese—

Lorpow, March 21,—Atthe annual Home 
Rule Union meeting at the National Liberal 
Club last night, Henry Campbell Bannerman 
presiding, Justin McOarthy expressed perfect 
confidence in Mr. Gladstone’s intentions. At 


the game time Mr. McCarthy said he did not 


attach great importance to written assur- 
ces, but looked far beyond the promises of 
ny statesman whom death might remove 


tomorrow to the intentions and principles ot 


the great English people. Speaking in regard 
to the appointment of Judges, McCarthy said 

e did not approve of the American system of 
popular election, and claimed that Ireland 
only desired for her Ministers the privilege of 
nominating judges to the sovereign. 

The Parneliites are much encouraged by the 
news from America. The funds collected 
there are to de entrusted to the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, the High Chief of that city. Count 
Plerkett and ex Lord Mayor K as 
treasurers. The McCarthyites claim that the 
wealth, influence and intelligence of the 
country are on their side; but so far the con- 
tributions to the MeCarthyite cause have not 
flowed in to any Jarge amount, since the first 
assessment on the clergy.

Out of 800,000 Irish in 
London Mr. Parnell received only 500 names.

AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


Employers and Employes in the Building 
Trades at Indianapolis. 

Cmoaeo, Ilt., March 21.—A dispatch from 
Indianapolis, Ind., says: Mayor Sullivan 
still has hopes of arbitrating the building 
trades difficulties... The eight-hour day was 
agreed upon as was also a scale of wages, with 
26 cents as the minimum and 22% cents as the 
maximum price per hour with the usual pro- 
vision for time and one-half for over-time 
and double time for work on Sundays and 
legal holidays.

A SECHET MARRIAGE WITH A 6aD AND

What the New York Coroner’s Investiga-

New York, March 21.—Helen Netlson Potts, 
a handsome and accomplished Hiri ot ig and a 
student at the Comstock School for 
Young Padies in this city, died on Sunday; 


It was known that she had taken a pl at 10 
o’clock the night before, sv to have 
been compounded from a preaeription given 
her by Carlyle W. Harris, a. young medical 
student, who at the time figured as a friend 
of the Potts family. There was no autopsy. 
aftérwards, but a coroner’s. jury; made up of 
an equal number of physicians and and licensed 
druggists, met nearly four weeks later—on 
Feb. 27—and found the following verdict:

There seems never to have been any really 
serious effort to discover whether a. larger 
amount of opium than was called for in any 
one—or indeed, in all six—of the pills pre- 
scribed, had been administered to the hapless 
girl by accident or otherwise. That was six 
weeks ago. With the result of the inquest on 
Feb. 27 the authorities in New York were con- 
tent to inguire no further in the curious cir- 
cumstances of the tragedy. Nointimation 
had ever been given to the public of the re- 
lations between the girl and the 
young man who. may have deen 
thought in any measure respon- 
sible for her death, any further than the ap- 
parently ingenuous and straightforward 
statements of Harris and the Gheetions at 
second hand from the ‘parents of the girl. 
But the parents have not considered it best 
to conceal further facts which may be con- 
sidered by the authorities as having a serious 
bearing upon motives and stances 
prior and possibly leading to the death of the 


girl. 
THE DEAD GIRL. 

She was the daughter of Mr. George Potts, 
a well-to-do resident of Ocean Grove, N. J., 
with an office at No. 40 Wall street, this city. 
As the facts were given out at that time, she 
had known Harris very well at her home in 
New Jersey and, with the consent of her 
parents, he had frequently upon her 
at the house. No intimation ever made 
ofany sentiment between them. On one of 
his visits to the school she had complained to 
him of headache, and, after some inquiry of 
her other symptoms, he had written the 
prescription which he afterwards personally 
had filled. It now transpires, according toa 
five-column story in the Womb to-day, that 
the dead girl’s mother had forced from the 
young medical student this affidavit.

Judge Withrow Decides They Must Be 
Given a Special Caption. 


A WRIT OF MANDAMUS ISSUED AGAINST 
RECORDER CARLISLE. 


The Names of the Independents Will Ap- 
pear on the Ticket Under the Heading, 
“Independent Manicipal Ticket’’—List 
of the Offices to Be Filled in the Spring 
—Political News. 


Judge Withrow gave a decision in favor of 
the Independents this afternoon in 
the mandamus proceedings, to com- 
pel Recorder Carlisle to give 
the Independent Municipal ticket 
A é6pecial caption on the ballot, grouping the 
Candidates under that heading instead of 
placing them with other independents under 
the head Nominated by Electors.’’ 

The Independent after nominating their 
candidates waited upon Recorder Carlisle 
and asked if the names selected wotld go 
onthe ticket. Mr. Oarlisie said he would 
Place the names on the ticket and print the 
words, ‘‘Independent Municipal . Ticket’’ 
after each name. When asked if he would 
not give the Independent ticket a special 
and separate caption as he did the Repub- 
lican and Democratic tickets he said he would 
have to consult his attorney before giving an 
answer. He consulted his attorney, and when 
he Was prepared to answer he said that by 
the advice of his counsel he had decided to 
place all the independents under the heading 
Nominated by Electors.’’ 

The Independents forésaw in this the possi- 
bility of mixing them up with all sorts of peo- 
ple who might for that purpose be put forward 
in order to cause confusion at the polls. 
They believed thatthe Australian law gave 
them the right to a separate heading 
and they meant to get it if they 
could. They proposed to Mr. Oafiisie 
who seemed very Much ihclined to act with 
absolute impartiality, to submit the case 
to a court and have the 
interpreted. Mr. Carlisle said 
that he would be pleased with sucha course 
and in order to facilitate q decision he would 
agree to answer the writ promptly afd 
he would not appeal from the decision 
ifit was adverse. The writ of mandamus 
was therefore applied for on Tuesday 
made returnable on Thursday. Mr. Carlisie 
résponded promptly and the case was argued 
on Thursday morning. Then Mr. Finkeln- 
burg, who represented the Independents, 
simply argued that one section of the law 
gave the Independents authority to specify 
the party or principle that they represented 
on their certificate of nomination and 
another section said that the 
candidates of a party should be 
grouped together under a heading dis- 
closing the party or principle specified 
in the certificate of nomination. 
Mr. Marshall, who represented the Recorder, 
recognized these sections, but held that they 
applied to the old parties,and said that the 
genius of the lawmakers of modern times was 
Against new parties. 

Judge Withrow’s decision, however, is a 
writ of mandamus directing the Recorder to 
group the candidates on the ballot under the 
heading: Independent Municipal Ticket.

Fon THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Trying to Straighten Out the Lake Front 
Problem. 


Cnicaco, I., March 21.—A meeting was 
held last evening atthe Palmer House, the 
purpose of which wasto consider proposals 
for the final settlement of the lake front 
difficulties. About thirty influential citisens 
Were present. At the Close of the meeting 
Mr. Telford Burnham, who had issued the 
call for the meeting, said: I think we have 
finally reached a point where the lake front 
aiMiculty can be settled forever and the 
ground utilized fora public park. The plan 
contemplates the removal and lowering of 
the Illinois Central Railroad Co.’s tracks and 
the establishment of a permanent park.’’ 

When asked if it would reopen the question 
of utilizing the lake front for World’s Fair 
purposes Mr. Burnham said: ‘‘Not at all. 
The Matter has always been a secondary con- 
sideration in the minds of those who have 
been fighting the lake front battle. Should 
we succeed, however, there will be no reason 
why permanent World’s Fair buildings may 
not be erected there.’’ 

It is hinted that a permanent art museum is 
to be built in the space now occupied by the 
old Exposition building and probably other 
permanent World’s Fair structures may be 
erected on the lake front. 

The World's Fair directory voted last nigut 
to collect another $1,000,000 on the $5,000,000 of 
capital stock. This is the second installment 
of $2 per share or 0 per cent. The payment 
will fall due June 1, and formal notice will be 
sent out to the subscribers in a few days. 

A dispatch has been received at World’s 
Fair headquarters stating that the Legis- 
lature of Arizona has appropriated $30,000 for 
a Territorial exhibit. 

Secretary Butterworth has received a tele-

The conference ended shortly after 1 o’ clock 
andthe Brotherhood Grievance Committee 
left the Missouri Pacific Offices under 
what might be called a flag of truce, 
there having been no definite wunder- 
standing arrived at. It was learned from un- 
doubted authority that the meeting was de- 
voted almost entirély to a discussion of the 
case of the discharged Brotherhood 
conductor on the Missouri Pacific 
Southwestern system, and to 
arguments backing the demands of 
the Brotherhood for his reinstatement. It ts 
also stated that Assistant General Manager 
Smith of the Gould system was found more 
Willing to consider be question than had 
been expected by the mce Committee, 
and that at the close of @ Conference he 
had promised to take that matter under con- 
sideration for immediate settlement. With 
what promptness it ig to be acted upon may 
be inferred from the fact that the commit- 
tee is to wait upon Mr. Smith again later this 
afternoon and endeavor, if possible, to come 
toa definite and satisfactory understanding 
at that time. Assistant General Manager 
Smith Was seen immediately after the close 
of his conference with the Grievance Com- 
mittee by a Post- DISPATCH reporter and said: 

ASSISTANT GENBRAL MANAGER SMITH. 

Without going into the detalls of the 
meeting, you Can say that theré is now no 
question awaiting settlement between the 
Brotherhood and the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain systems, but what ts suscept- 
ible of prompt, amicable and entirely 
satisfactory adjustment and that no trobie 
is to be anticipated arising from 
the present complications. Beyond that I do 
not care to express myself. The matter of 
the discharged conductor was submitted to 
me for action as wellas some other matters 
awalting attention.’’ 

The members of the Brotherhood Grievance 
Committee were even more reticent as to the 
result of the meeting, and would give out no 
information regarding it. That the con- 
ferences are of unusual gravity and 
import, arising from the possible consequen- 
ces Of a strike following a non-adjustment of 
the claims of the Brotherhood, is indicated 
by the expression of one of the participants 
in to-day’s meeting at the Missouri Pacific 
headquarters.

GOLD BARS FOR EXPORTS. 


MINT DIRECTOR LEECH TALKS WITH 
NEW YORK BANKERS. 


The Treasury Department’s Recent De- 
-Cision in the Matter of Exchange—Why 
It Is Good Policy—Plenty of Free N. N 
inthe Treasury. . 


New York, March 21.—Bdward O. Leech, 


business in New York was to ascertain the 
views of bankers as to the decision of the 
Government to withhold gold bars for ex- 
port; but he told a reporter, who talked with 
him in the evening, that he came from Wash- 
ington only on Assay Office business.

incidentally met bankers and business men 
with whom I am personally acquainted. 
am satisfied that the gold bar policy is a good 
one, and that it will be commended by the 

people of the country and by bankers and 
business meh generally.’’

ent acted wisely in this decision.’’ 

In reply to other inquiries put by the re- 

er, Mr. Leech said: BES my proposition 
to decline to exchange gold bars for gold 
coin has been a favorite project of mine for 
some time, indeed, ever since I have been 
director of the mint. I found on the statute 
books a law enacted in 1882, which authorized 
the 3 2 ofthe mints to sell gold 
bars in exchange for goldcoin of equal 

value. 

Late Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Win- 
dom, and myself were disposed to hold that 
this law intended to give the department dis- 
cretion, but upon submitting the matter to 
the Attorney-Genefal he held that the statute 
was mandatory, and that we could not de- 
Cline to exchange gold bars for gold coin, nor 
could we make any e for such exchange. 
The result was that the ury Department 
was utterly helpless in the matter of gold 
shipments. Upon the recommendation of 
the late Secretary and myself Congress 
amended the law at its last session by mak 
daß the exchange discretionary with the 
Secretary, and allowing the imposition of a 
charge equal to the cost of manufactur- 
ing the bars. The day after Con- 
gress. adjourned $600,000 in gold bars 
were requsted for export, and, after 
consultation with the new Secretary, it was 
decided to impose a charge of (cents per $100 
in value, equivalent to 24 on the amount of 
bars asked for. Wefound that the shippers 
paid this charge and that the shipment was 
made. On last Tuesday, I was notified by the 
Superintendent of the Assay Office in New 
York that $1,000,000 were wanted in gold bars 
for shipment. Exchange at that date was 
only 488%, showing that the movement was 
not a genuine exchange movement; that 18, 
that it was more profitable to buy exchange 
on London than to bodily ship gold at that 
rate ofexchange. It was what is known as 
a ‘special shipment;’ that isa shipment of 
gold for a specific purpose, or what is known 
uns an arbitrage movement, and upon my rec- 
ommendation and with the concurrence of 
the administration, the Secretary decided to 
exercise the alternative allowed by the 
change in the law, and the Treasury Depart- 
ment declined to furnish gold bars in ex- 
change for gold coin for shipment. 

VIEWS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

„The views of the department are simply 
these: That it is undesirable and against 
public policy forthe Government to furnish 
gold in its most convenient form at a sea- 
board port to shippers of gold, and we pro- 
posed to exercise the same discrimination 
that has been exercised by European coun- 
tries in regard to the export of gold—that 16. 
we do not propose to facilitate it, Shippers 
can send coin or private bars, but we hold 
that it is not the duty of the Government, nor 
is it good public policy to furnish them with 
fine bars, of proved fineness and full weight. 
for shipment. Asa matter of fact it is not as 
profitable to ship colm as bars. Ooin is 
not always of full standard fineness, 
is frequently abraded and naturally loses 
by abrasion in transition. Besides, it has to 
be melted on the other side of the water and 
as a consequence the results to shippers are 
not so satistactory in the case of coin as of 
bars, which are always offull weight and 
are received readily by foreign banks at their 
stamped weight and fineness. This polic 
is exercised now, not because of any chan 
in the monetary situation of the United 
States, not because there is any deficiency in 
the gold supply or any distrust that there 
may beany demand for gold, but solely be- 
cause the law is now for the first time opera- 
tive which permits usto exercise this dis- 
cretion. As a matter of fact, there is a 
superabundance of gold inthe Treasury of 
the United States, the amount at the present 
time being, as nearly as my memory serves 
me, about §800,000,000 of which over $150,000, - 
000 is ‘free gold,“ that is, gold not held in 
trust for any purpose, but available for the 
redemption ot the non-interest bearing in- 
debtedness of the United States—that is, the 
legal tender notes and Treasury notes. 

. PLENTY OF FREE GOLD. 

“There has been no time recently when there 
has been more free gold in the Treasury than 
at the present time, and this change of policy 

upon the part of the administration has no 
connection whatever with the question of the 
ability of the Government or the readiness of 
the Government to redeem legal tender notes 
in gold I demand of the holder.

THE MILLINGTON MURDER. 


Expert Testimony Introduced by the Pros- 
ecution—Yesterday’s Developments. 

DENVER, Colo., March 21.—The prosecution 
in the Millington case met with bitter oppos!i- 
tion when they tried to introduce Dr. Haines 
of Chicago, an expert who examined several 
portions of the body looking for poisons. The 
defense objected because they had not been 
present atthe examination and because the 
body had remained for forty-eight hours in 
an unoccupied house whereit might have 
been tampered with. The testimony was ad- 
mitted and Dr. Haines took the stand. He 
testified that in four ounces of the thigh he 
found one-fifth of a grain of arsenic. He then 
took four ounces of the hip and found . 
twentieth ofa grain. In the next four ounc 
of the thigh hefound one-eightieth of a 
grain. He then examined the ribs, removed 
the flesh, scraped and boiled the bones and 
then found a thousandth part of a grain. 

On cross-examination Dr. Haines said that 
he found traces of arsenicin the embalming 
fluid. The fluid also contained sulphate of 
zinc, which contained arsenic, It was in- 
jected in the femoral artery, and that is 
where he got his best results.

T “BLACK PRINCE.” 
Incidents in the Career of the Late J. P. 
Johnson Howard. 


New Tonk, March 21.—J. P. Johnson How- 
ard, best known asthe ‘‘Black Prince,’’ the 
formerly wealthy colored man, who was 
Killed by a fall in the Auburn State prison 
Thursday, was a prominent figure in colored 
circles in Brooklyn for several years, He in- 
herited a large fortune from his father. He 
was born in the alley known as Chafiel street, 
near Roman Catholic Cathedral, in ; 
His father dealt in real estate,coal and wood, 
and was a tailor and did scouring and dyeing. 
He decided to make his son a gentleman, and 
sent him to Oberlin College, where he was 
graduated after two years of study. The 
youth then wentto sea and was cabin boy 
and afterward steward. He spent some time 
in China and Japan. After his return 
he had a restaurant in New York. In the war 
he was a steward in the navy. At one time 
he studied law, but failed to gain admission 
to the bar. He married about ten years ago, 


and after his father’s death in 1888 he got pos- 


session of about $150,000. He then proceeded 
to live as a nabob. He hada brown stone 
house and plenty of servants. He was made 
commander of Wm. Lioyd Garrison Post, 
G. A. R., and was connected with many social 
or other organizations. At one time he was 
active in politics. He a fine altar in Zion 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, where 
his father had attended. In five years he had 
managed to spend nearly all his fortune, and 
he became mixed up in straw bail proceed- 
ings in New York and was convicted of per- 
jury and sent to State prison for seven years.

“DIAMOND JO” REYNOLDS. 


How the Wealth He Left Will Be Dis- 
tributed. . 


CHICAGO, March 21.—An inventory of the 
estate of Diamond Jo’’ Reynolds shows 
that he died possessed of some $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. The administrators, Eleanor Rey- 
nolds, the widow, and E. M. Dickey, a con- 
fidential friend and employe ofthe deceased, 
have qualified in this county as administra- 
tors, and unless legal obstacles appear the 
entire estate will be settled up in 
this city, because Diamond Jo’’ contem- 
plated the carrying out of some charities 
which he never had an opportunity to put on 
paper, notably a magnificent training school 
for boys.

He had a friend draw 
up a document, but before he could 
sign his name he died, declaring with 
his last breath that the paper was 
his . last testament. His wife says 
that the people whom her husband wished to 
provide for shall get as much as they would 
had the will been regularly drawn.

Reynolds is 68 years ofage and her husband 
was 72 when he died.

since their release from slavery. 

Considering all the adverse conditions cre- 
ated by Unavoidable circumstances and in- 
tensified by political folly and worse, the 
record of negro advances in that brief period 
may fairly be reckoned among the marvels of 
history and its proper exhibition at Chicago 
must attract a degree of thoughtful attention 
and awakena sympathetic interest beyond 
what is probable in the case ofany other ex- 
hibit. 

We have nothing to show at Chicago which 
is better worth showing and seeing than the 
visible illustration of negro progress—noth- 
ing which will reflect greater credit upon our 
institutions or give us better founded hope 
for the future.

Carl Ruttinger and Willie Wright Seen 
on Their Trip to Tottepville. 


THEY WERE ACCOMPANIED BY A LITTLE 
OLD MAN, 


Conductor Hayes of the Rapid Transit 
Railway Furnishes Important Infor 
mation in the Sensational Onse—One 
of the Trie Left the Train Before It 
Reached Tottenville. 


New York, March 21,—The statement of 
the cashier of the Rapid Transit Railway that 
the coupons found in Carl E. Ruttinger’s 
pockets when his body was drawn out of the 
water at Tottenville March 8, were torn from 
tickets, St. George (opposite New York) to 
Tottenville, taken up on the train reaching 
Tottenville at 8:30 p. m., Feb. 2., has deen 
taken as Conclusive euldence that Ruttinger 


arrived at Tottenville (possibly accompanied 
by his brother-in-law, Willie Wright) at 
6:80 a’clock Feb. 2. Some doubt has been 
t upon that by the statement of Oon- 
a Hayes of the Rapid Transit Railway, 
who was th charge of the train reaching 
Totenville at 10:45 p. m. Feb. 2. 

Conductor Hayes says: 

„„I was struck by the resemblance which 
two of my passengers boretothe dead man 
Ruttinger, and his companion Wright, when 
Ireadthe reports of the murder in the pa-. 
pers. But they were accompanied by a third 
man. I cannot say positively that it was the 
date on which Ruttinger is thought to have 
passed on the road to Tottenville. It may 
have been a day later or earlier. The big 
man on the train was such an athietic fellow 
that I remarked that he was another John L. 
Sullivan. 

here were two other men with him, one 
ot whom answered the description of the Ut. 
tle mah Wright. The other man was a small 
man, and I thought he was somewhat older 
than the others, infact an old man, They 
got on the train at St. George and appeared 
to be fast friends, as they were together and 
Geported themselves as friends who are well 
acquainted with each other. One of them 
got off at Rienmond Valley and the other two 
kept on to Tottenville, where they alighted, 
Mine was the train which left st. George at 
10.06 p. m. after connecting with the ferry 
, boat from New York, which left that city at 

900. 


WHO GOT OFF AT RICHMOND VALLEY? 

This train is No. 28 on the schedule and 
leaves St. George at 10:05 and arrives at Tot- 
tenville at 10:45. The distance between Rich- 
mond Valley and Tottenville is halfa mile, 
and officials of the road say that a fair pedes- 
trian can walk the distance easily in seven or 
eight minutes. 

The Rapid Transit road is,as is well known, 
aemall road whose regular passengers are 
residents and fishermen. The residents along 
the line are all known to the conductors and 
trainmen, and it is the usual thing for them 
to pass the time of day as they get on and off 
the trains. The fact — 1 — 2 — 

on the road and attrac e 
— — the conductor is not singular, 
taking these things into consideration, but it 
would have been more singular had they not 
been noted. But where did they go? They 
are not remembered as returning, and it is 
well known why Ruttinger did not return. 

What business could a stranger have had 
which would compel him to get off at so late 
an hour atso insignificant a town as Rich- 
mond valley? And with whom did he trans- 
act this busine$s. if any he hai? Surely that 
is a question which can easily be answered, 
if, indeed, the stranger did see any one. 
strangers are not so plenty in Richmond Val- 
ley but that the coming of one in the dead 
hour of midnight could pass without com- 
ment. Or did he pass on silently through the 
town and meet Ruttinger at Tottenville? 


HOOKS INTO A THBORY. 

Conductor Hayes noticed the men partic- 
ularly, aad says be was struck with the ath- 
letic Duildof the Diack-hatred man. He at 
first thought of speaking about the matter to 
the authorities, but did not do so. He was 
gure thatone of them got off at Richmond 
Valley, while the other continued to the end 
ot the route. They impressed him as strang- 
ers, because all the regular travelers are 
known to the conductors and trainmen. The 
circumstance carried no significance at the 
time, and he never mentiofied the affair till 
he saw the story of the finding of the body of 
Ruttinger in the Arthur Kill, Then he men- 
tioned the fact to one or two people. 

All this hooks in with the story told District 
Attorney Fitzgerald by an Englishatan, who 
came over with Ruttinger and Wright. He 
gaid the big German treated the little in- 
giishman villianously and that the latter 
said he would throw Rattinger overboard if 
he had some one to help him. 

Itis perfectly plain to persons who have 
followed this case carefully that there has 
been a good deal of lying by the parties con- 
cerned. Wright, in America, gives it out 
that he is dependent upon Ruttinger for sup- 

and y seeking employment so 
as to support himself. Ruttinger, on the 
other hand, represents himself as having 
plenty of money and being practically in- 
different as whether he securesa position or 
not. Wright 's relatives in Europe now tell a 
story the very reverse of this, saying he took 
$5,000 with him to America and that it was 
Ruttinger who had little money. If the latter 
is the truth, Wright and Ruttin must have 
had some Object in creating a false imprés- 
sion. What was that object? Why should 
Ruttinger say that that he gave Wright $100 
‘*when he saw him off for Boston“ if Wright 
had $5,000? 

PART OF RUTTINGER’S INSURANCE. 

The Equitable Life Assurance Co., of New 
York wrote a policy for 90,000 marks on the 
life of Ru@tinger in Dresden, Germany, Nov. 
16, 1890. The records of the company in New 
York show that Ruttinger gave his history to 
the Bquitable Oo, m Dresden.

LAWRENCE BARRETT. 
SUDDEN DEATH OF THE] WELL-KNOWN 
ACTOR LAST NIGHT. 


The Summons Came at 10:45—Heart Fail- 
ure the Cause—He Hai Been Ill Since 
Wednesday Last-A Sketch of His 
Stage Career. 


New Yorn, March 21.—At & room in the 
Hotel Windsor last night, at 10:45, Lawrence 
Barrett, the great tragedian, passed away, 
his wife being at the bedside during the last 
sad moments. Death was caused by what 
the physicians are pleased to call heart 
failure. Death came quietly, quickly, peace- 
fully, and without apparent suffering. Un- 
'eonsciousness came about twenty-five min 
utes before the last breath, and while the 
physicians, consisting of Dre. Chambers, 
Walker and Oliver of Boston, were in attend- 
ance. The last and fatal sickness dated from 
last Wednesday night, when he was obliged 
to leave the theater where he was engaged. 
Thursday encouraging reports were given out 
from the sick room, when Dr. 
. Chambers called to see his pa- 
tient. last evening he announced 
that he would remain In the bedchamber all 


Dr. Chambers says that on Thursday morn- 
nia appeared, 
and that the disease developing when 
heart failure occurred. Mr. Barrett has suf 
fered from heart disease for some years, and 
it was owing to the susceptibility of this 
organ that death occurred immediately. 
LAWRENOB BARRETT’S CAREER. 

Mr. Barrett was born of Irish parents in 
Paterson, N. J., on April 4, 1848. It has been 
said his family name was Brannigan, butghis 
has been denied. When 16 years old he Went 
to work in a dry goods store in Detroit,Mich., 
but soon deserted that place for a position in 
the company of the Metropolitan Opera-house 
ot that city. His first speaking part was that 
of Murad in The French Spy. 

Barrett was not yet id when, in January, 

1857, he made his first appearance in New 
York at the Chambers Street Theater, which 
had just been abandoned by Burton, support- 
ing a novice, Mrs. McMahon, in the roles of 
Sir Thomas Clifford, the Stranger, Ingomar, 
Claude Melnotte, Lord Townsly, and Armand 
Duval. He was too young for so beavy a 
task, of course, although he had 
been an actor four years, but his manner of 
performing it pleased Burton, who engaged 
him to play small parts at his new house, 
afterward called Winter Garden Theater. In 
the autumn of 1862-8, when Mr. Barrett re- 
turned to New York, after an absence of four 
years, he had risen’ fairly to the dignity of 
‘‘leading man, and played important parts 
at Winter Garden, in the support of Edwin 
Booth, John 8. Clarke, Mary Provost, Lucille 
Western, and Mrs. Bowers. In 1864, when, 
in association with Lewis Baker, he managed 
the old Varieties Theater in New Orleans, 
then under military government, he first acted 
Hamlet, Richelieu, and Eliot Grey, in Lester 
Wallack’s romantic play called ‘‘Rosedale.’’ 
He went to England for the first time in.1867, 
andafter his return, in December of that 
year, journeyed by the sea route to San Fran- 
Cisco, where he appeared Feb. 18, 1860, at Ma - 
guire’s Opera-house, as Hamlet. For 
twenty months from Jan. 18, 1869, he man- 
aged, in partnership with John McCullough, 
the newly built California Theater. In the 
summer of 1870 he acted Uassius for the first 
time in New York, at Niblo’s. He had played 
this part when he wasi7 years old. Inthe 
revival of ‘‘Julius Cesar at Niblo’s, Ed- 
ward L. Davenport was Brutus and Walter 
Montgomery was Mare Antony. 

At Booth’s ‘Theater the next winter he 
acted Laertes, Othello, and De Mauprat to 
the Hamlet, Iago, and Richelieu of Edwin 
Booth, and Leontes in a beautiful revival of 
„Winter's Tale.“ He frst acted James 
Harebell in The Man o' Airlie, by W. G. 
Wills (taken from the German of Karl von 
Holte), at Booth’s, June 8, 7. In Decem- 
der of that year Mr. Barrett under - 
took the management of the new 
Varieties Theater in New Orleans, with 
a five years’ lease, remaining in New York, 
however, to act Cassius in Mr. Booth’s ro- 
vival of ‘‘Julius Cesar. He appeared in 
his own theater, beginning March 4, 1872, as 
Hamlet, Raphael in The Marble Heart, 
Alfred Evelyn in Money, RBithelieu, 
Shylock, Richard III., Dazzle in London 
Assurance, Badger in ‘‘The Streets 
of New Tork,“ Cassius, Manuel in The 
Romance of a Poor Young Man, Hare- 
bell, and Romeo. He did not personally con- 
trol the Varieties Theater after that season. 
He first acted King Lear in New Orleans, Jan. 
30, 1874. In the autumn Of 16875 he was again 
seen at Booth’s in Oassius, Learand the title 
role in Daniel Druce, Blacksmith,’’a do- 
mestic drama by W. 8. Gilbert. 

Mr. Barrett produced in Cincinnati, Oct. 
11, 1887, ‘‘A Oounterfeilt Presentment,’’ an 
original play by William Dean Howells; in 
Oleveland, Oct. 26, 1878, ‘‘Yorick’s Love, an 
adaptation by Mr. Howells ofa Spanish play 
by Estebados; in Chicago, Nov. 2, 1881, 
„Pendragon, a tragic play in verse, 
found on the Arthurian legends, by WII 
jam Young; in Philadelphia, Sept. li, 
1882, Francesca da Rimini,’’ a tragic play in 
verse by George H. Boker, that had not been 
acted for nearly a quarter of a century. In 
the spring of 1884 he appeared at the Lyceum 
Theater, in London, After his return, the 
next autumn, he added to his reper- 
torx 4 Blot in the Scutcheon, by 
Robert Browning, and The King’s 
Pleasure“ (Gringoire), by Theodore de 
Banvilie. In the winter of 1885-6 he re- 
vived James Kenfiey’s English version of 
Victor Hugo's Hernani, and Mrs. Oent- 
livre’s comedy called ‘‘The Wonder, re- 
duced to three acts, while he gave wp a large 
part of the ensuing season to Mary Mitford’s 
tragedy of ‘‘Rienzi.’’ He produced in Chica- 
go, Oct. 9, 1889, Ganelon, @ four-act trag- 
edy play in verse by William Young, the rep- 
resentations of which were interrupted by the 
actor’s Ulness. Guido Ferranti,’’a tragic 
play in five acts, written in verse, by Oscar 
Wilde, was produced by Mr. Barrett in New 
York, Jan. 2, 1891. In the autumn of 1886 
Mr. Barrett became the manager of Mr. 
Booth’s tours, and in the seasons of 1887-8, 
1888-9, the two actors appeared in ‘‘Julius 
Cesar, Othello, Hamlet“ and other

DETECTIVES WERE WATCHING HIM. 


Joseph Mueller Arrested for Oarrying 
Away Property From a Brush Factory. 
A warrant for petit larceny was sworn out 

at the Four Courts yesterdhy against 

Joseph Mueller. Detectives Connors and 

Schroeder of the Second District are respon- 

sible for the defendant’s arrest, which was 

made under circumstances_of the most pe- 
culiar nature. 

Itisthe old story of treachery after long 
service. For more than ten years Mueller 
had been in the employ of Joseph F. Schei- 
Drink at the latter’s brush factory, 1818 South 
Broadway. He .was a married man, 
68 years old and lived at Broadway and 
Marion street. For several monthsthe fore- 
man had noted the disappearance of brushes, 
bristles and other stock and kept a cl 
watch on some ofthe new workmen, who 
he suspected of the thefts. 

On last Wednesday morning one of the em- 
ployes arrived at the factory before 6 o’clock. 
Going into the basement he came suddenly 
upon Mueller. The latter said something 
about not being able to sleep, and when he 
thought that his companion’s back was 
‘turned tossed two packages of bristles, which 
he carried in his hands, behind a pile of 
barrels conveniently near. When Mr. Schel- 
brink arrived he was informed of the occur- 
rence and reported the matter to Oapt. 
Huebler at the Second District Police Station. 

He was advised to say nothing of what had 
happened and allow the bristles to remain 
where they had been thrown, behind the 
barrels. The next morning Detectives Con- 
nors and Schroeder were concealed in the 
basement, but nothing unusual transpired. 
This morning they were again in hiding, and 
from their point of vantage were 
enabled to watch Mueller’s every 
move. The old man put in an appearance 
a little before 6 o’clock, and carefully survey- 
ing the premises, removed the bristles from 
their place of concealment. No sooner had 
he left the building with his plunder than 
the detectives followed and placed him un- 
der arrest. The stolen property was valued 
at only $4 and the warrant issued 
charges the prisoner with petit larceny. Mr. 
Schelbrink, however, is confident that within 
the past twoorthree years several hundred 
dollars’ worth of stock has been carried out 
of his factory. The investigation is yet in 
progress in order to learn Mueller’s method 
of disposing of his plunder.

WILL PREVENT RACING. 


THE NEW JERSEY LAW A SEVERE BLOW 
70 THE TURF. 


: 


‘Monmouth Park’s Great Meeting Will 
Probably Haveto Be Abandoned—The 
Latest Developments in the Base Ball 
Imbroglio—General Sporting News. 


New Tonk, March 21.—-This spasm of virtue 
that has shaken the red mud of New Jersey 
down below the subsoil is the hardest stroke 
that racing has received in six years. When 
news of the death of the bills legalizing bet - 
‘ting reached the city last night it caused a se- 
rious disturbance of the equilibrium of hun- 
dreds of staid turfmen. They were almost 
without exception amazed beyond measure, 


born of well-invested funds. They believed 
that money would talk. They felt that it bad 
to talk. They had never known a time in 
New Jersey wen it did not talk. They were 
calm and serene accordingly, fearing no slip 
or accident. Their feeling is well Ulustrated 
by the following incident, adds the 7ribune: 

A reporter walked into the corridor of the 
St. James’ Hotel at 9 o’clock and found the 
prince of starters, James F. Caldwell, in his 
accustomed corner. 

**Hello!’’ said ne. When are you 
over to the ‘Gut’ to see some racing?’’ 

Never,“ said the reporter. The Tribune 
cannot afford to notice that track.’’ 

„Well, was the reply, ‘‘I guess I'll see 
you at the other track [meaning Elizabeth] 
when the blue birds nest again. 

**When are you going to nest again?“ 

*‘*Why on the 10th of April, of course. 

**Sure?’’ 

**Sure. I have got $1,100 bet on it. We 
shall have racing there on the 10th.’’ 

**Then you have lost. 

Lost! You don’t mean it! Ain't the bill 
passed?’’ 

„Dead as a door nail. Legislature ad- 
journed at 5 o’clock.’’ 

Great lord! Then I have lost. Let me go 
over to Dels and tell Joe. I've lost $1,100. 
Well, well, if it don’t beat all!“ 

I'm sorry. Why did you bet that way?“ 

Why, I thought the bill was a certainty. I 
did not see how they could beatit. But it 
don’t matter. Itain’t quitea week’s salary, 
so I guess I can stand it. 

Ex-Oongressman W. L. Scott, who is a big 
stockholder in the Monmouth Park Associa- 
tion, said early in the day that there was no 
chance for the bills and when asked if there 
would be racing at Monmouth without them, 
said: ‘‘No there will de noracingat Mon- 
mouth this year. 

But Mr. Scott, be it known, is mot the ora- 
cle of the Newmarket of America. Wait till 
Mr. Withers is heard from. He was not to be 
seen last night. It is believed in many usually 
well-informed quarters that Guttenburg is 
mainly responsible for the defeat of the bills, 
but thisis emphatically contradicted by a 
man closely identified withthe track upon 
the hill. Said he: 

„1 know that Guttenburg has been ready 
with her nine votes to help the bill. I know 
that the same man has had charge of the in- 
terests of Monmouth and Guttenburg. There 
is no doubt that that the two tracks have 
been working together.’’ 


That is just what killed the bills. Gutten- 
burg was the milistone around their necks. 
Mr. McDermott, it its said, is the man who 
represented the race tracks in their efforts to 
secure legislation. A great deal of money was 
used to carry the measures, And that fact 
makes their defeat seem the more remarka- 
bie. Not less than $140,000 was subscribed for 
the campaign, and all for nothing. The sup- 
position is that it was put where it was 
thought it would do the most good. Doesany 
man know where that was? Doubted. No 
specific charges of bribery are made. That 
would be going a little too far. 

SEVERE BLOW TO THE TURF. 


MW the New Jersey authorities stop the races 
at Monmouth Park, as under the law of the 
State they are required to do, it will bea se- 
vere blow tothe turf in this country. The 
Monmouth Park course is the largest and fin- 
est in the world and cost hundreds of thous- 
sands of dollars. Many of the leading races of 
America are run over this course, including 
ing the Champion, Junior Champion 
and Ocean Stakes, Monmouth Cup, 
Monmouth Oaks and Monmouth, 
Long Branch, Shrewsbury and Harvest 
Handicaps. Purses of $1,000 are given by the 
association for its ordinary events and the 
stake races are very rich. It would not-only 
De a loss to the owners of the magnificent 
course, but tothe entire racing interests of 
the country to have these races stopped.

The truth is the club 18 
fortunate in having escaped such acharacter, 
judging from his public utterances and pri- 
vate telegrams from him. He certainly has 
not injured the local club, but he has greatly 
injured his prospects,it may be, ruined them, 
in the base ball profession. There is no toler- 
ation for a man who obtains money under 

false pretenses and keepsit. O’Connor could 
have had his release from Pittsburg honora- 
bly any time he asked for it. 

Rut the directors of the club mean to prose- 
cute him on the charge of obtaining $750 under 
false pretenses. What was the amount of 
advance money he received from the Pitts- 
burg Club, and it will be weil for Mr. Jack 
O'Connor if he gives it up as soon as possible.

AN EXECUTION POSTPONED. 


Thomas Williamson, the Murderer of Jef- 
ferson and Charles Moore. 


SEDALIA, Mo., March 2#.—The execution of 
Thomas Williamson, set for to-day, has been 
postponed, pendinga decision on the appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 

Willilamson’s life has been a  crime- 
tainted one, and his career of wrong doing 
began in early manheod. His record of life- 
taking comprised at least four murders. The 
crime for which he is under sentence to pay 
the death penalty was a particularly atrocious 
one. Williamson was working on the farm 
of Jefferson Moore and his son Charles, a few 
miles from Sedalia: The three men lived 
alone together, there being no woman in the 
household. In the latter part of May, 1890, 
friends of the Moores visited the farm and 
made the horrible discovery that both father 
and son had been murdered. An investiga- 
tion established the fact that Williamson had 
committed the bloody dead. Young Moore 
was the first victim. An ax was the weapon 
used, and the murderer dug a hole by the 
roadside a few hundred yards from 
the house, in which he buried 
the body. A week later old 
Jefferson Moore was killed in his house by 
Williamson who butchered him with the same 
ax with which he killed Charles Moore. The 
murderer dragged the body to the cellar and 
covered it with dirt which he had hauled 
from a field near by. After the killing Will 
famson circulated the report that he had 
bought the Moore farm and that he held a 
deed to all the land and stock. He showed a 
forged deed toone Becky Arnold, a simple- 
minded girl, whom he had met at Salvation 
Army meetings in Sedalla and to whom he 
had proposed marriage. He also claimed 
that the Moores had goneto Illinois. Later 
he gave the forged deed to the Arnold girl. 
When the murders were discovered by the 
finding of the bodies; Williamson attempted 
suicide by swallowing a-small dose of strych- 
nine. He did not take enough of the poison, 
however, to accomplish his purpose and 
soon recovered and was lodged in 
jail. He was tried in the Pettis County 
Criminal Courtin February, 1891, and con- 
victed of the murder of the Moores, and 
Judge Ryland sentenced him to be hanged 
March 20. Williamson’s attorneys took an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court and secured a stay 
of execution, and the appeal is now pending. 
the Supreme Court sustaining the verdict and 
fixing to-day asthe date for the execution. 
After his conviction, Williamson made a 
written statement to the Sheriff. in which he 
admitted killing the Moores, but claimed that 
it was done in self-defense. 

Previous to his going to live on the Moore 
farm, Williamson had Hved on the Dudley 
farm, six miles from Sedalia, with his wife, 
whom he married soon after coming to Pettis 
County. In September or October, 1888, they 
left there, Wimamson coming to 
Sedalia, where he eked out a 
precarious living, but the woman 
mysteriously disappeared. When William- 
son was arrested for the Moore murder,

WILL NOT BE REBUILT. 


ANOTHER SITE TO BE SELECTED FOR THE 
M ST. GEORGE’S CHURCH. 


The Old Church Destroyed ‘by Fire Last 
Night—Dr, Holland to Hold Services 
To-Morrow in Addington Hall—History 
of St. George’s Church. 


The most disastrous church fire in st. Louis 
since the burning of the Second Baptist 
Church on Beaumont and Locust streets, 
about twelve years ago, occurred last night, | 


many pieces, the roof of the main building 
barned away, the interior filled with brick 
and dirt and mortar and charred timbers, 
and the beautiful chapel adjoining the main 
structure almost entirely burned out from 
basement floor to the roof. The chureh stood 
on the northwest corner ot Beaumont and 
Chestnut streets and was one of 
the largest as well as one of the 
handsomest and most richly furnished houses 
of worship in St. Louis. During the afternoon 
services had been held inthe main building, 
and it is supposed that the fire started “gee 
the furnace in the basement of the chapel, as 

the blaze was first discovered in that part of 
the building. Detective Harrington made the | 
discovery shortly before 9 o’clock and sent the 
Fire Department an alarm from box 334, but 
the engines of that district were at work at 
the time ona stable fireafew blocks away, 
and it was fully fifteen minutes before the de- 
partment commenced playing on the church | 
fire. The sexton who had thekeys could not 
be found for some time, and considerable de- 
lay was occasioned in battering in the hdavy 
doors ofthe chapel. In the meantime the 
fire had spreadto nearly every portion of the 
chapel,

FRIENDS OF THE FIRE FIEND. 

Ladders were raised and streams poured 
into and onto the building from all points, 
but the slate shingles defied the firemen and 
nothing they could do could save roof or 
steeple, The latter finally fell with a terrible 
crash across the roofof the chapel and onto 
some sheds on the opposite side of the alley, 
and then the firemen breathed more easily, as 
they could work now without fear of being 
caught by the tottering tower. Scarcely any- 
thing was saved from the rich furnishings 
of the church. The choir boys carried out 
the large cross and solid silver communion 
service, and the Salvage Corps saved a few 
articles. The boys’ and girls’ library, com- 
prising 2,000 volumes, was badly damaged, 
many of the books teing burned up, and the 
$12,000 organ was ruined. 

The property is insured for $85,000, and the 
damage amounts to fully that muchif not 
more. The walis are still good, as also the 
flooring of the main building, and the pews 
are intact, though requiring new upholster- 


ing. 
TO REBUILD ON ANOTHER SITE. 

While the damage to the main building 
and chapel might be repaired at small cost 
beyond the amount of the insurance, the 
trustees will probably decideto rebuild on 
another site, as some of them do not like the 
old location. Rev. Dr. R. 4. Holland said 
this morning that he was in favor of aban- 
doning the present location and building on a 
new one further west. Hethinks that with 
the insurance and the amount realized from 
the sale of the old property, they will not 
need more than $50,000 toenable them to put 
up ons ofthe grandest churchesin the city 
on or near Grand avenue, and he is satisfied 
that the needed $50,000 will be forthcoming at 
the proper time. 

SERVICES IN ADDINGTON HALL.

ture store. The chapel destroyed last night 
was completed May 1, 1878, and the corner- 
stone of the main building laid May 80, 1878. 
The first services in the new church were held 
on Easter Sunday 1874. Themave is 114 by 
55 feet and the transepts 2% by 77 feet. The 
seating capacity was 800 and the property 
cost $115,000. The spire was 145 feet high.
